as a weapon of war if other pow- 
ers are agreeable.

ment among the powers—that re-

that a glance backward through 
thfe history of the drama proves 
the utter fallacy 
of the opinion 


held by many people that the plays 
of today are the most indecent and 
degenerate 
of any period, since 


Sophocles. There has always been 
a certain amount of indency in the 
theater from the early days when 
Greek drama flourished in Athens 
down to Twentieth Century Broad- 
way with its "Strange interlude," 
"It's A Wise Child," and "The 
Bachelor Father." 


• The Medea' of Euripides, pro- 
douced in Athens in 432 B. C., con- 
tains some passages which would 
give the Comstock Society for the 
Suppression of .Vice reason to call

Sophocles' 


"Oedipus" of this same period, has 
for its theme a story of incest 
that would make the much critici- 
sed modern play dealing with per- 
verted sex instincts -seem a bed- 
time story in comparison. 


The' old Attic comedy, which 


flourished 
from 446 to 392 B. C. 


contains jokes of so ribald and 
course a ;nature that even a mod- j 
ern burlesque producer would hesi- 
tate to use, them. The critics of 
Aristophanes, 'the chief represen- 
tative of this schpol of playwrights 
complained that the exquisite love- 
liness ' of the' lyrical part of his 
work was eneapened :by the low

n rw A s EVER THUS 
Although 
the criticism 
of the 
morals of the current New Yoik 
plays could 
not be termed “Honi 
Soit Qui Mai 
Y Pense” as there 
certainly seems 
to 
be an unbal­ 
anced emphasis on sex and an un- mony. 
due amount 
of smut in some of 
them, still in defense of the present 
generation, it is only fair to add 
that a glance backward through 
the history of 
the drama proves 
the utter fallacy 
of the opinion 
held by many people that the plays 
of today are the most indecent and 
degenerate 
of any period 
since 
Sophocles. There has always been 
a certain amount of indency in the 
theater from the early days when 
Greek drama flourished in Athens 
down to Twentieth Century Broad­ 
way with its “Strange interlude,” 
“I t‘s 
A Wise Child,” 
and “The 
Bachelor Father.” 
‘The Medea’ 
of Euripides, pro- 
douced in Athens in 432 B. C., con­ 
tains some passages which would 
give the Comstock Society for the 
Suppression of Vice reason to call 
a 
special 
meeting. 
Sophocles’ 
“Oedipus" of this same period, has 
for 
its theme a story of incest 
that would make the much critici­ 
sed modern play dealing with per­ 
verted sex instincts seem a bed­ 
time story in comparison. 
The 
old Attic comedy, 
which 
flourished 
from 446 to 392 B. C. 
contains 
jokes of so ribald and 
course a nature that even a mod- ( 
ern burlesque producer would hesi-1 
ta te to use them. 
The critics of 
Aristophanes, the chief represen­ 
tative of this school of playwrights 
complained that the exquisite love­ 
liness 
of the lyrical part of his 
work was cheapened by the low 
and boorish wit that had to be in- 
dKided to please the vulgar mob. 
It would seem that a portion of 
ttie audiences 
of ancient Athens, 
the very sanctum of culture were 
possessed 
of the same unrefined 
tastes that characetrize a certain 
element of our audiences today. 
In the Latin drrna, we find evi­ 
dence of a similar taste for smut 
among 
the Romans of 200 B. C. 
“The Menaechmi’ ’of Plautus with 
its courtesans, roustabouts, and 
vulgar wit may have amused the 
Roman lovers of the drama, but it 
could 
not be called 
exactly an 
elevating influence for the com­ 
munity. 
It is interesting to note 
that the aristocratic Horace dis­ 
approved of the wor of Plautus be­ 
cause he said 
tha t it depicted a 
corrupt society 
whose prevailing 
motives were lust and greed. This 
calls to mind 
a recent newspaper 
article in which a New York thea­ 
tre-goer 
stated that 
he had a t­ 
tended several current plays and 
had not found single character in 
the lot 
orthy of 
being 
called a 
“lady” or 
a “gentlemen.”

We find also that the drama of 
our Anglo Saxon forbears is not 
w hat the Comstockians would con­ 
sider 
“sans reproche.” 
“Ralph 
Roister Doister,” the first English 
comedy although it was written

Udall. to be acted by schoolboys, is 
an adaption of a play of Plautus 
an d contains some pretty strong 
m eat for the “plastic age.” Grarn- 
m er Gurton’s Needle,’ w ritten by 
William Stevenson, was another of 
the 
earliest 
English 
comedies 
which is characterized by similar 


c o ar s e humor. 
Among 
the pre-Shakespearean 
dram atists we find this same ten­ 
dency. 
ChrisLopbe r 
Marlowe’s 
“Doctor F austus” m ear 
evidence 
of 
the fact tha t the “Bard 
of 
Avon” was not solely responsible 
for introducing questionable pass­ 
ages into Elizabethan drama. And 
those
